PROPOSAL

Demolish a ca. 1928 moved to this site from 1105 East Live Oak Street in 1957.

ARCHITECTURE

One-story, rectangular-plan, front-gabled frame bungalow with a hipped- and front-gabled
full-width independent porch on ornamental metal supports; central front door; single-
double, and triple 1:1 fenestration with ornamental 3:1 screens in the central of the triple
windows; flat-roofed side porch on the left side of the house in front of a one-story,
rectangular-plan flat-roofed addition with a door entering onto the open side porch and
double 1:1 fenestration.

RESEARCH

The house appears to have been built around 1928 by Ralph and Margaret Klunkert, who
operated the Orange Grove Dairy, which was at 1105 East Live Oak Street. The Klunkerts
had previously owned a dairy at 308 E. Live Oak Street, which was east of Clifton Avenue;
they are listed there in the 1927 city directory. Early city directory listings for this house
show it at 1105 Burleson Road, which was what the eastern stretch of Live Oak Street was
known as until the mid-1940s. By the late 1940s, Ralph Klunkert no longer listed an
occupation in the city directories; the house was moved to this site in 1957.

STAFF COMMENTS

The house is beyond the bounds of the Comprehensive Cultural Resources Survey (1984).
STAFF RECOMMENDATION

Encourage relocation over demolition; the house was moved to this site in 1957; the
majority of its history was at another location. The house lacks sufficient architectural and
historical merit to warrant individual landmark designation.

BIOGRAPHICAL NOTES

RALPH G. and MARGARET KLUNKERT

Ralph and Maggie Klunkert appear in the 1940 U.S, Census at this address, noted as 1105
Burleson Road. Ralph Klunkert was then 47, had been born in Texas, and owned his own
dairy. Maggie Klunkert was then 46, and had been born in Texas. Their daughter, Martha, was
14. The Klunkerts have a rental house on their property; in the 1940 census report, it was
rented to John and Jessie Justice, an African-American family that included daughter Hattie, 3.
John Justice, 21, was a milker on the dairy.

The 1930 U.S. Census shows the Klunkert family living in an un-numbered house on Burleson
Road. Ralph Klunkert was listed as a dairy operator. Ralph and Margaret had their older
daughter, Nellie, included in their household; Nellie was then 14. The family lived next to that of
Olin and Ottie Farquhar, who owned the house eventually purchased by Arthur Schriber, who
moved this house to its current location in 1957.
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The 1920 U.S. Census shows the Klunkerts at a farm on Burleson Road (likely the earlier house
at 308 E. Live Oak Street, closer to the intersection with Clifton Avenue). Klunkert was a dairy
farmer.

Ralph Klunkert died in 1957; Margaret Klunkert died in 1967, but there was no obituary
published in the Austin newspapers.
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Ralph Klunkert's World War | draft registration card shows that he was born in Austin, and in
1918, was farming for Herman Becker, who eventually opened Becker Lumber Company in
Austin.

Ralph Klunkert was still alive at the time that Schriber obtained this permit to move the
house. His May obituary states that he was living at 1203 East Live Oak Street at the time he
passed away, probably next door to Schriber, who lived at 1207 East Live Oak Street.
